| history of his race in Spain will, when viewing the buildings and monuments of 
the Andalusian cities, be vividly impressed by those which recall the grandeur 
and persecutions of the Jews anterior to their banishment from that kingdom. 


Seville, Granada, and Cordova contain the most eplendid monuments of 


taste and grandeur erected by the Moore during their reign in Spain, but in these 


notes orly objects associated with the Jews can be referred to.

Christians lived in distinct quarters, (Quitting the gay and picturesque modern 


| streets of Seville, which present all the characteristics of a Spanish city of the 


16th and 17th centuries, the tourist who directs himself towards the city walls. 
will find himself in the old Juderia, in the midst of long, narrow, and winding, 
streets constituting the quarteis which were appropriated to the Jews by King 
St Ferdinand after his conquest of the city. The style of the houses is Moorish 
and the streets resemble those of Tangiers; the solidity of their masonry and the 
thickness of their walls account for the preservation of the habitations ; which,. 
whitewashed like those in the Moorish streets of Cordova but differing from 
those in Tangiers by being studdéd with picturesque windows, are’ now the 
residences of Spaniards. | | | 
' In a square situate in the midst of the Jaderia is the house in which Murillo, 
the great painter, lived and died, about two hundred years after the expulsion 
of the Jews. The church attached to the hospital termed ‘ La Caridad ” contains 
the ce!cbrated picture of MosesStriking the Rock, deemed one of Murillo’s greatest 
works. This great painter could never have seen any Jews, for beautiful as is 
the colour and adimirable as is the grouping of this composition, its life and 
local feeling is neither Jewish nor Arab. It is strange that Wilkie, such a 
master of local character, should say of this picture that “its great merit lies 
in the appearance of nature aud truth which Murillo bas given to the wandering 
descendants of Israel,” when, except the figure of a camel, iis men, women, 
children, mules, and even drinking vessels are purely Spanish types, such as may 
be seen to-day in the suburbs of Seville. | | 
The City of Seville yielded to the arms of King St. Ferdinand of Castile in , 
1248. Amongst the relics and treasures in the Sacristy of its cathedral, the 
visitor is shown two keys which were delivered to this monarch at the surrender 
of the city, one by its Mahommedan inhabitants, the other by the Jews. That 
presented to the conqueror by the Jews bears an inscription in Hebrew, which 
translated is, “ The King of Kings will open the gates, the earthly king will 
enter.”’ Over the metal-gates forming the entrance to the royal chapel added to 
the cathedral by the Emperor Charles V.,fn which the body of King Ferdi- 


nand is enshrined in a silver urn, there is an equestrian life-size statue of this — 


monarch placed between two kneeliny figures representing a Moor and a Jew 
presenting to the king the keys of the city. 
The synagogues and houses of learning, the public edifices, and the ceme- 


tery of the Jews mentioned in history have perished like those which formerly 


existed in Cordova and Granada. The mementoes of the Jews existing in 
Seville’s splendid cathedral testify to their position and importance under Its 
Mahommedan sovereigns. 

In the large open space outside the city called the Prado de St. Sebastian, 
near to the Palace of San Talmo, occupied by the Duke de Montpensier, and not 
far from the tobacco matiufactory is a spot evoking the sirp: gest eaiolions in 
the heart of.a Jew.

 §t,—Permit me in continuation of my observations in your journal of the 
5th inst. to say a word about Worms, which is the site of some important 
scenes in the history of the Jews in Europe. However great the cruelty which 
the invading French exercised towards those they vanquished, and however 
widespread and unsparing the destruction they inflicted upon the towns they 
entered, yet in the instance of Germany they taught her how to be tolerant and 
how to respect and utilize the virtues and vigour of a subject race. The Jews, 
then, whilst they fought and bled in the defence of their country, received the 
reward of their devotion only from the hands of the victors ; for the French 
unlocked the gates of the Judengasse, and removed from the shoulders of the 


inhabitants the incubus of the partial laws by which their fellow countrymen | 


had so unfairly handicapped them. Notwithstanding that on the returning 
supremacy of the Germans, French-born liberality faded, yet something substan- 
tial remained, and the influence of the lesson at length bore fruit in the actions 


of those who though hitherto less “ quick to learn,” were ultimately not less — 


“ wise to know ” the justice as well as the usefulness of general liberty and tolera- 
tion. This town like its neighbour Speyer, suffered acutely from fire and sword, 
and out of the flames let loose by French incendiaries, there escaped only the 


venerable Romanesque cathedral with its six majestic towers, and the no less 


venerable, though much more humble synagogue. | | 
A visitor to Worms would commit at least as gravo an offence against the 
rights of archwology by omitting to visit the synagogue as the cathedral. The 
synagogue is a large hall having a’ kind of annexe extending along the 
eastern wall, common to the united area, which forms two legs of a right 
The smaller limb or annexe is, however, the earlier portion of the 


segmental roof converging at, and resting upon the bolster capital, the round- 
headed windows and general simplicity of character in the Romanesque mould- 
ings, establish for this edifice a descent from the 11th and 12th centuries. Two 
columns with superficial carving support the roof of the larger and later 
portion, whilst a single shaft, braced by an iron band ‘to give it strength, 


—reccives the roof of the original structure. This compartment, which is not 


screened off in the usual manner, is occupied by the women, and a mean, 
modern wood gallery facing the Ark, receivesthe choir. The attendant, relying 
upon the traditions handed down from one custodian to another, endows with 
dates of fabulous remoteness a hand-printed prayer-book, and some of the 
Scrolls of the Law ; but internal evidence disproves many of these bold clai:.s, 
while it establishes for certain objects a high antiquity. The brass candlestick 
is alleged to be 900 years old, and excepting that it possesses two additional 
members, it is said tobe a counterpart of the seven-armed candlestick of the 
Tomple at Jerusalem. Another feature peculiar to this synagogue is that the per- 
petual lamp burns with two Hghts. On an oecasion when the Jews of this town 
were exposed to an accusation invented for the purpose of plunder and vengeance, 
two men appeared and denounced themselves as the perpetrators of the imaginary 
crime charged against the whole congregation. The victims were accepted, their 
execution spoiledithe spoiler of his prey, aud the lives of thousands were saved. 
In gratitude for the vicarious atonement of these devoted men, the second 
light, associated with the perpetual lamp, is kent burning to their inemory. The 
entrance porch is a round. headed arch with Byzantine mouldings ef some richness,

_ the protection of the emperor and the bishops, the free exercise of their religion. 
, Benjamin of Tudela describes the state of his brethren from Cologne along |. 
the Rhine ; they were rich, generous, learned, hospitable, and lived in the eager | 
_ hope of the Messiah (voyage tom. i, p. 243 245, par Baretier). In seventy 
years (he wrote about Ap. 1170) they had recévered from the massactis. At 
Verdun, Tréves, Mentz, Spires, and Worms, many thousands of that unhappy 
people were pillaged and massacred. These massacres and depredations on the 
Jews, which were renewed at each crusade, are coolly related. It is true that St. 
Bernard (epis. 363, tom. i., p. 329) admonishes the original Franke, non sunt 
‘persey Judai, non sunt trucidandi, 'The contrary doctrine had been preached 
a rival monk. Nor had they felt-a more bloody stroke since. the persecution 


of Hadrian. A remnant was saved by the firmness of their bishops who accepted 


a feigned and transient conversion ; but the more obstinate Jews opposed their 

fanaticism to the fanaticism of the Christians, barricaded their houses, and pre-

‘The following summary of the important debate in the Proseian Chamber 


of Deputies was telegraphed by the Berlin correspondent of the Times: + 

Yesterday the Prussian Chamber of Deputies was for about five hours the scene 
of an eagerly-awaited discussion on the Jewish question, which for the moment is 


the all-absorbing topic of conversation here, and seemingly, too, throughout the rest 
of Germany, ‘The debate was occasioned by an interpellation of the Progressists, 
- who, I may again remark, only differ from the Liberals in this respert—that while 


the latter are willing to subordinate the aims of their party to the ends of national 


- unity, the former regard civil liberty not only as paramount, but also as promotive 


of political cohesion. The interpellation was grounded on events which I have 
already brought to your notice, but more especially on the terms of a petition to the 


_. Imperial Chancellor, which, emitted in hundreds of thousands of copies by an asso- 
ciation calling itself.“ The Anti-Semitic League,’ is now being handed about for 


signature all over the Empire. It implores the Chancellor (1) to limit, at least, if 


~ not wholly hinder, the immigration into Germany of foreign Jews; (2) to exclude. 
Jews from all offices of authority, and restrict their activity in the legal career, 
particularly on the Bench ; (3) to prevent them becoming teachers in Christian 


schools, and to admit them only in very exceptional cases into others ; and (4) to 
cause statistics to be collected as to the Hebrew population of the Empire. In view, 
therefore, of this petition—which is only the formulated expression of a rude, un- 
reasoning, and. shameful anti-Jewish agitation carried on throughout all. Germany, 
but especially in Prussia and its capital, for several years back—the Progressists 
plucked up courage to demand of the Government how it stood in relation to these 
claims, ‘‘which aim at completely setting aside the legal and con-titutional equality 
of their Hebrew fellow-subjects.” As interpellant was selected. Professor Himel, of 
the Legal Faculty in Kiel, a Parliamentarian who presents the very rare spectacle of 
a German combining profound learning with practical instincts. 

What degree of interest. was manifested in the debate may be judged from the 
fact that about an hour before its commencement all the galleries were filled to over- 
flowing. The present controversy is one in which all are deeply interested and in 
which all are, partisans, thcugh comparatively few have the courage to proclaim 
their attitude towaids it by word or deed. On great cecasions during the last two 
years the galleries of the Reichstag have been filled, but they have never been so 
crammed as were yesterday the lofts which run around the dingy meeting-hall of the 
Prussian Deputies. The Court box and the diplomatic gallery became crowded be- 
times, Among the general public. which included many ladies and gentlemen in 
uniform, there was noticeable a strikingly prepondérating number of men and women 
with a distinctly Hebrew cast of features. Even the onter pavemetit was thronged 
with persons, disappointed in their endeavour to get inside, yet eager and with ears 
alert as though to catch, if possible, through some door ajar a controversial gust from 


within, while some of the evils against which the very debate was directed were

milation to the native population, while in unreservedly sharing this view the 
German Chancellor dwelt upon the great interest he had in seeing the principles of 
his d. mestic applied to his foreign policy. It was about this time, when Europe had 


pronounced its solemn verdict on the question, that the anti-Semitic agitation in © 


Germany began to assume that ugly and more accentuated form which now con- 
fronted them. At first. it was doubtful what its real aims were, though it was 


apparently willing to draw a distinction between good and bad Jews. and between 


those who had assimilated German civilization and those who were hostile to it. 
And this was the reason why some men of light and leading had at first rather 
countenanced the movement, in the hope that the slight pressure thus exerted might 
determine stiff, recalcitrant, and hesitating Hebrews to make their election with all 
the more alacrity in favour of their adopted country’s culture and customs, But 


‘this gentle pressure had now degenerated into vulgar persecution. He and his friends. 


would certainly not deny that in Jewish circles there were grievous abuses, and 
among his fellow-citizens of the Hebrew faith there were excelent men who devoted: 
their lives to what they themselves called “ self-judgment of Judaism.” It was un- 


 deniable that many of the Jews displayed the vices of the parrceny, that they practised 
nervous clutching after places of honour, that they were clannish and exclusive, 

-. and acted so as to alienate themselves from the Germans. But indignities had been 
- heaped upon the Jews for more than a thousand years, and was it then, possible to 
.. counteract the evil effect of all this ata single blow, the Jews in Germany having 
scarcely enjoyed full emancipation for more than a decade? Individual Hebrews — 
among them might deserve blame, but the present agitation was directed against the -

To-day’s debate was longer and more tumultuous than Saturday’s—circumstances

He held the present agitation to be much more dangerous 
than that of the Social Democrats. but while the chief of the latter had been expa- 
triated and expelled. the ringleaders of the Anti-Semitic League were left in the 
calm enjoyment of their oifices and dignities. ‘The hand of the Government and of 
the Chancellor were evidently bshind the movement. and it was to sound and at the 
same time warn the Government that the interpellation had been tabled, 

Amid a buzz of intense excitement followed by a deep attentive silence, Herr 
Hofprediger Stoecker, the declamatory champion of the movement. the arch-agitator 
against the Jews, the Anti-Semitic sledge-hammer at tumu!tuous meetings of the 
Christian Socialist party, then mounted the tribune—a man in the prime of life. 


with features singularly expressive of his character, which seems to be exclusively 


made up of dogmatism and defiance. He was well aware, he said, of the re- 


sponsibility he incurred in placing himself, a clergyman, at the head of the Christian 


Socialistic movement— f which the distinguishing features, I may here, by the by, 
remark, are (1) that it.takes it stand onthe ground of the Christian faith and of love 
to King and country; (2) that it rejects social democracy as unpractical, un- 
Christian. and un-patriotic : (3) that it aims ata peaceful organization of working 
men and at paving the way for needful and practical reforms in common with other 
elements in the State ; and (4) that it would fain lessen the gulf between rich and 
poor and bring about greater’ economical security. Well, the ecclesiastical author of 
this magnificent scheme was quite aware of the responsibility he incurred in a 
ashe did, but behind him stood millions, and among them many Progressists as he 
could prove by letters, To him the Jewish question was not one of religion, or race, 
or political emancipation, but. a social economical one. It resulted from this, that 
half a million Jews, differing from the people in thought and feeling, took up a 
position among them out of harmony with their numbers. Christianity was alone 
able to solve the social «juestion. and he had been specially led to take up the problem 
by the attacxs of the Jewish Press on Christian Institutions, synods, missionary

Tue Rey. C. Voysry on JupAisM.—The Rev. C, Voysey has for several weeks 
past been deiivering a series of sermons on “ Theism: its Principles and Beliefs,” in 
reply to the recent Charge of the Archbishop of Canterbury. In the course of his 
sermon on the lith, Mr. Voysey passed in review that portion of the Charge which 
referred to Judaism. He said: “ For eighteen centuries the Christian religion has 
been making cruel and deadly war against the Theistic belief that the whole world 
is absolutely safe in the loving hand of God. It has fought lke a demon against 
every form of religion which professed to be a means of salvation like itself, © The 
mo:t bitterly persecuted of all her victims were those who had no ‘scheme’ of 
salvation but believed that God loved their persecutors no less than He loved them- 
selyes. This ancient faith is coming to the front at last. This truest, happiest, and 
sweetest conviction of the universal love of our Heavenly Father is at length coming 
to be recognized by the religious and believing world as one of the very few ‘ things 
which cannot be shaken. and by the unbelievers as the most rational and least 
repulsive of all the religious imaginations of mankind. The hopes and prophecies 
of the Jew are for the universal blessedness and righteousness of mankind and not 
only for the salvation of a few. Judaism. instead of pointing to the Crospel of Jesus 


Christ, points to the everlasting love of the living and true God and predicts an 
universal Theism. [Is no lesson. to be learnt from their obdurate resistance of over- 
tures from Christian missionaries, except that they are prejudiced and bigoted ? Such 
a conclusion is absurd, All their worldly interests and their personal safety from 


outrage were involved in their * going forward,’ as the Archbishop puts it, and. 


‘becoming Christians.’ Bat no, never were martyrs so steadfast and heroic, so utterly 
and deeply loyal to Gol and His truth as these Jews, whom the misguided followers 
of Jesus have for eighteen hundred years pursued with the bitterest hatred and most 
cruel persecutions. Well might the Voice from heaven proclaim as the highest 
reward for their self-sacrifice and fidelity, * Ye are My witnesses, saith the Lord, and 
My seryants whom I have chosen, that ye may know and believe Me, and understand 
that ] am He,’ If it-be still pressed, why have they persistently rejected Christianity? 
the only answer is that itis not in human nature to let go of truth when discovered, 
It is notin human nature, so long as it is sane, to go back to errors from which it has 
been once clearly set free. to accept: ¢y., a Polytheistic faith after seeing the truth 
and feeling the beauty of Monotheism ; to take up with a human Saviour, a God 
Incarnate. after resting in’ perfect peace upon the Almighty and Eternal God
